Religion is not repressed in 
Vietnam, says Quaker visitor 


By James Fiedler 


DENVER .(NC)—An_ American 
Quaker who recently visited Viet- 
nam said he saw no indication of 
religious repression there. 


Catholic schools have been nation- 
alized, but now ‘“‘education is for 


everyone and not just a privileged_ 


few,’’ said Stewart Meacham, 
retired staff member of the Ameri- 
can Friends Service Committee. 


HE WAS PART of -a Quaker 
delegation that visited both northern 
and southern Vietnam earlier this 
year. He said he saw both Buddhist 
and Catholic nuns teaching in what 
are now government-operated 
schools. 


In Hanoi, he went to the cathedral 
where Cardinal Joseph Marie Irin 
_Nhu Khue was celebrating Mass, he 
said. ‘‘The service was very 
crowded...There were no _ prayer- 
books in the pews because of the 
paper shortage, but the people 
responded from memory. There 
were soldiers in uniform at the Mass 


and they also received Com- 


munion,”’ 


Meacham’s accounts of conditions 
in Vietnam conflicted with reports of 


slow and subtle repression of 
religious freedom, ‘‘reeducation’’ 
centers that are equivalent to 


concentration camps, and the New 
Economic Zones that many consider 


forced labor camps. 


MEACHAM DESCRIBED the 
Vietnamese as ‘‘decent, strong and 
capable.’’ They are ‘‘engaged in a 
struggle for a new socialism, a 
socialism that has a human face,”’ 
he said. 


Meacham said he does not believe 


Vietnam’s government will become 
oppressive, as the governments of 
the Soviet Union and other Marxist 
countries have, because of the 
‘openness and worth of the 
people.” 

He added: “‘We are not dealing 
with people using repressive force to 
make~ people do what they want 
them to. They have shown marvel- 
ous courage.” 
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‘Dimes’ refute pro-life charge 
that they promote abortion 


WHITE PLAINS, N.Y. (NC)—A 
pro-life booklet charging the Nation- 
al Foundation-March of Dimes 
(NF-MOD) with promoting abortion 
contains ‘‘errors of fact, contradic- 
tions, half-truths and unsubstanti- 
ated innuendoes,’’ according to 
Dimes officials. 


The booklet, ‘‘Who Will Defend 
Michael?’’, published last fall by the 
U.S. Coalition for Life (USCL). 


IT CHARGED that the NF-MOD 
campaign against birth defects 
relies on abortion as the primary 
means for dealing with genetic 
diseases such as Downs’ Syndrome 
(Mongolism), sickle cell anemia and 
Tay-Sachs disease. 


Such defects can be detected 
through the use of amniocentesis. 
Some contend that the use of 
amniocentesis implies a willingness 
to abort. 

One major point made in the 
NF-MOD analysis of the booklet is 
that most pregnant women who 
suspect the presence of genetic 


disorders in their unborn children 
are relieved of that worry through 
amniocentesis. ~ 


COMMENTING on one passage 
from the booklet the NF-MOD 
responds: “‘The vast majority of 
2,187 women in this survey chose to 
have amniocentesis because they 
were sufficiently worried about their 
statistical risk of genetic disorders to 
have considered abortion as one 
option open to them. 


“The. ability to reassure 97 
percent that their fears were 
groundless protected 2,125 unborn 
babies. from abortion. Would the 
(USCL) have abandoned ‘ these 
infants by withholding the proce- 
dure that protected them? 


“We rest. upon the official 
position of this organization with 
respect to abortion...As a nonprofit 
voluntary health organization 
granted tax-exempt status by the 


‘federal government, the (NF-MOD) 


cannot participate in the legal and 
legislative debate over abortion.’ 


lilegal aliens amnesty hope cheers Hispanics 


WASHINGTON (NC)—Carter ad- 
ministration officials are leaning 


- toward some form of amnesty for 


illegal aliens who have established 
themselves in the U.S. to the delight 
of Hispanic groups and the U.S. 
Catholic Conference (USCC). 


But the cabinet-level committee 
studying the issue has not yet made 
any firm recommendations to Presi- 
dent Jimmy Carter, though pro- 
posals may come by mid-May. 


THE COMMITTEE consists of 
Attorney General Griffin Bell, Labor 
Secretary Ray Marshall, Health, 
Education and Welfare Secretary 
Joseph Califano and Undersecretary 
of State Warren Christopher. 


Bell and Marshall said illegal 
aliens who have been in the U.S. for 
several years should be allowed to 
stay. “‘We start from that premise,”’ 
Marshall said. ‘“There was universal 
agreement that we won’t have a 
round-up’’ of illegal aliens.

Geno Baroni, has called for an urban 
partnership between government and pri- 
vate voluntary agencies. ‘‘We need to find 
ways to work with neighborhood revitali- 
zation, particularly in older cities,’’ the 
priest, now assistant secretary of the U.S. 
Department of Housing and Urban Develop- 
ment, said.

SAN FRANCISCO—A mob sacked and 
burned the Rudolph Hess Book Store 
operated by the American Nazi Party here. 
Though police quickly dispersed the mob, 
the contents of the store were burned. The 
fire did not spread upstairs to the apartment 


of the landlord, Nathan Green, himself a . 


survivor of the Nazi Auschwitz concentration 


_ camp. Green said when he leased the store, 


he did not know who the tenants were. He 
said he served an eviction notice on the 


Nazis a day after they opened the bookstore. 


Teens lose Bible study bid 

BLOOMFIELD, N.J.—Students may not 
use classroom space at Bloomfield High 
School here to explore problems that face 
them in everyday life. They planned to use 
the Bible as their guide, and will have to find 
some other place to meet. The school board 
rejected the students’ request because, in its 
view, the request ‘‘would be an unconstitu- 
tional use of school property.”’ 


State ruling ‘caps’ conflict 
NEWARK, N.J.—Women nurses at St. 
James Hospital here may not be required to 
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wear traditional nurses’ caps unless male 
nurses are also required to wear them, 
according to the state’s civil rights agency. 
The ruling stems from a complaint filed by 
Joanne Riggs. She charged that we was 
threatened with dismissal, suspension or 
loss of pay raises if she did not wear her cap. 
The hospital maintained that the cap should 
be worn to distinguish nurses from other 
employes.

A time to keep

Ritual? Doesn't everybody have it? 


Having just enjoyed the week in the year when 
church ritual is seen at its peak in ceremonies of 
special significance, it is worth remembering that 
we all love ritual. There are, however, those who, 
feeling they are very modern and ‘‘with it’’, tend to 


deprecate the use of vestments, of orderliness and . 


ritual about our ceremonies. They’re often those 
who prefer a priest to celebrate Mass in a sports 
shirt over a kitchen table than to vest and_use an 
altar. 


But all life has its ritual, its ceremonial, and not- 


only the Catholic Church and the Queen of 
England. Recently, Father John Domas pointed 
this out in his parish bulletin at St. Francis Xavier 
Cabrini, up in the mountains at Crestline. 


Is Church so different? 


Is our worship all that different from everything 
else we do? asks Father Domas. Is the Church so 
different from other institutions? With all the real 
practical problems that cry out for solution, man 
entertains himself by inventing all sorts of games to 
tax his ingenuity, strength and agility, writes the 
priest. 


“Consider the. highly ritualized spectacle of 
public sports,’’. he writes. ‘The participants in 
their gaudily colored vestments go through their 
highly predictable ritual, described by commenta- 
tors in their canonized sayings. The referees, 
umpires, coaches, managers and players all know 
their parts. The congregation of spectators shout 
out their ‘amens’ and ‘alleluias’. 


‘Sports fans have seen it a thousand times, but 
they never tire of it. The response of the outsider is 
either sympathetic, understanding or. derisive 
mockery.’’ 


Rockfestivals and vestments 


Father Domas then cites ‘‘the spectacle of a rock 
festival or whatever they are calling it these days. 
The participants are completely involved. They 
know what they are doing is a meaningful 
experience. But to an outsider it is nonsense at best 
and obscenity at worst. The rock concert has its 
ritual and its vestments. 


‘‘Some people will insist it doesn’t make any 


difference how you dress for church. They know it - 


makes a difference how you dress for a rock 
concert. The latest atrocity is the ‘punk concert’. 
For that you dress in rags. 


We follow the style 


Father Domas warms to his theme: ‘‘Everyone 
observes the formality of ritual and dresses for the 
occasion. They simply have different preferences. 
If it didn’t make any difference what ‘vestments’ 
one wore, then one group wouldn’t refuse so 
defiantly to wear what another group considers 
appropriate. 


‘But back to the ritual of formal worship. What 
can we say of the ritual, ceremonies, vestments and 
paraphernalia of the Mass? Before one ventures 
an opinion, he ought to have some knowledge of the 
history of the Mass. How did it get the way it is2 
Long years of evolution brought it- to where it is 
today.

‘‘You can depend on it, there was some reason 
for everything in the beginning. In some cases the 
reasons no longer exist. Oftentimes peoples, 
liturgists included, will invent fanciful reasons for 
ancient rituals. Or they will impose a new 
symbolism or meaning for an archaic _ ritual. 
Explaining liturgy can become its own game. 


~ Should we remove ritual? 


‘““But what are we to do instead2’’ writes. Father 
Domas. ‘‘If we were to remove every detail of 
liturgy that failed to shout at us with profound and 
obvious meaning, we would pare away until there 
was nothing left. 


“Some prefer small groups sitting around 
inspiring one another with their explanation of the 
Bible and comparision of religious experience. This 
option is already available without discarding the 
Mass. These small groups quickly develop their 
own ritual, which is equally repetitious and has no 
chance of lasting the thousands of years, as has the 
Mass. These groups are higly personal in their 


_relationship and demand for survival far more 


Christianity than most people have. - 


‘‘The ceremonial of our liturgy is our feeble effort 
to rise above the human ‘squalor. We attempt a 
faint reflection of our vague dreams of divine 
grandeur. Our liturgy preserves a continuity. with 
thousands of years of past generations. 


““Today’s Mass would be recognizable to Old 
Testament liturgists. It will still be recognizable 
thousands of years hence. Our liturgy is something 
we can hang on to as well as something we can add 
to,’’ ends Father John Domas. 


Seventh inning stretch 


From the seventh inning stretch to the time out 
for commercials, life is full of a secular liturgical 
form which we accept and even revere. And in our 
church related activities, we find those who are 
sometimes first to want to throw out the ritual form 
of the old, soon invent a new form which becomes, 


to them, sacrosanct. Anyone who has any acquaint- - 


ance with Cursillo, Charismatic Renewal or 
Marriage Encounter knows that each of these 


_ groups has developed its own ritualistic forms 


which have become as precious and meaningful to 
those groups as anything the Church prescribes. 


The naked and the law

wishes with her own body, | wonder what they 
think of the law which, almost universally, forbids 
us to’ walk naked down a city street.

goodwill, can we really claim to be 


followers of the Christ, crucified and 
risen? aa 

If we arevin truth, an Easter people, 
a resurrection community, that means 
that Easter is a recall to reality. It is 
not merely a time when we engage in 
an annual’ ‘’religious’’ activity for a 
while and then return to work and the 
“‘realities’’ of life. 

It is not a time when the beauty and 
passion of the services should so 
possess our senses that we ‘‘hate to 


leave Church and go home.’’ This is ~ 


the time when, as a community, we 
commemorate the mysterious truths 
of our lives so that we may revive and 
renew them in our hearts and homes 
and places of work. 


IT IS A TIME when we are called 
away from the necessary but transient 
daily occupations where we earn the 
means to feed and support ourselves 
and our dependents, and are brought 
again into contact with the enduring 
reality of our existence. 

Easter should change us for more 
than a weekend—each year and every 
year. Each renewed contemplation on

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Roots of Our Faith: 
After death: life? 


What will our resurrection be like? 
Unity of soul, body was 
belief of early Christians 


By Father John J. Castelot 


The prayers of any people reflect their 
beliefs, their theology. This is certainly true 
of the psalms of the people of Israel, even 
though we must be aware that they are 
poetic, not precise definitions of faith. 


We must take into account also that they 
were composed, edited and reedited over the 
span of several centuries. And so, from a 
a theological viewpoint, they have to be used 
rather critically. They are, nonetheless, fair 
reflections of the fundamental beliefs of the 
people. 


INDICATIVE OF their attitude to life in 
the hereafter is Psalm 30. The author sings 
his thanks to God for having cured him of a 
mortal disease and snatched him from the 
jaws of death: 


“O Lord, you brought me ae from the 
nether world; 

“You preserved me from among those 
going down into the pit... 

“To you, O Lord, I cried out; with the Lord 
I pleaded: 


‘* ‘What gain. would there be from my 
lifeblood, 


From my going down into the grave? _ 
“* ‘Would dust give you thanks or proclaim 
your faithfulness?’ ’’ (Psalm 30:4, 9-10) 


These same sentiments are echoed in the 
much later book of Ecclesiastes (Qoheleth). 
Musing on the enigma of human existence, 


the post-exilic author wrote: ‘‘Indeed, for 


any among the living there is hope; a live 
dog is better off than a dead lion. For the 
living know they are to die, but the dead no 
longer know anything. There is no further 
recompense for them, because all memory of 
them is lost.’’ (Ecclesiastes 9:4-5) 


SUCH WAS THE general attitude toward 
life after death throughout the greater part 
of the Old Testament period. In the very late 
book of Daniel (c. 165 B.C.), there is a 
glimmer of hope flashing for a brief instant, 
then fading: 


‘“Many of those who sleep in the dust of 
the earth shall awake; 

““Some shall live forever, others shall be 
an everlasting horror and disgrace. 

“But the wise shall shine brightly like the 
splendor of the firmament, 

‘*And those who lead the many to justice 
shall be like the stars forever.’’ (Daniel 12: 
2-3) 


Existence holds seeds of eternal life : 
We were created for a 
life without pain of death

A truly religious person:faces death with 
tranquility, Dr. Elisabeth Kubler-Ross has 
found, but she adds “there aren’t very many 
of them.’ 


This report made in sides to the Value 
Of. Life Conference held in Dallas last fall 
should not be difficult for a Christian to 

' understand...at least the first part. Victory 
over death and sin is a central doctrine of 
Christianity. 

‘THE SECOND part of Dr. Kubler-Ross’ 
statement, that there are very few truly 
religious persons is a little different. It 
appears to indicate that the faith of many 
Christians falters in the face of life’s 
ultimate crisis...death. 


Could it be that most Christian’s reflect 
the desolation of Job who cried out ‘‘...I go 
whence I shall not return, to the land of 
darkness and of gloom, the black disordered 
land, where darkness is the only light.’’ (Job 
10:21-22) 

What has become of St. Paul’s triumphant 
echo of Isaiah and Hosea, “‘O death, where 
is your victory? O death, where is your 
sting?’’ 


DEATH TODAY is domething to be 
fought. It is not only the ultimate crisis, it is 
the ultimate challenge, a challenge that 
reaches its zenith in the final act by which 
men and women order their bodies frozen 
immediately after death to await the victory 
over death that they are certain will come 
from man, not from God. 


The legal struggle over the use of 
extraordinary means. of life support, the 
question of by whom and when the cord may 
be pulled, both center on the belief that 
anything is. better than death, even 
artificially maintained life as a vegetable. 
Those who would maintain a life solely by 

_.mechanical means when all medical hope is 
gone can hardly be regarding death in the 
terms of St. Paul. 


Man is faced with his greatest doubt in 
regard to death. The public reaction and 


publicity surrounding the recent research of 
Dr. Kubler-Ross and other scientists into the 
realm of life after death is an indication of 
the hope that men and women hold out for 
the time when the doubt of death can be 
replaced by the certainty of science instead 
of the certainty of faith. 


ANY WHO HAVE not read Dr. Kubler- 
Ross’ ‘little masterwork, ‘‘On Death and 
Dying,’’ should do so. It documents not only 
the torment most people go through when 
they are facing pain and the gradual 
enfeeblement of their bodies but their 
inability to accept the prospect | ce ceasing to 
be. 


Actually, this inability to accept pedual 
annihilation, comes. from -,an implicit 
knowledge that each man and woman 
possesses that within human existence is the 
seed of eternal life. Each of us longs for a life 
to come with a longing that can never be 
satisfied by all the technological advances 
man will ever discover to lengthen the span 
of this life. 


The only answer is faith, faith in God’s 
own revelation that the death which each of 
us must suffer because of sin will be 
overcome when we are restored to the 
original integrity for which we were created. 
Man and woman were created for a life with 
the Father, a life without corruption and 


death. Sin separated us from the Father and 


our original wholeness. 


JESUS BY HIS perfect obedience restored 
the gifts of grace we all lost by disobedience 
(Preface VII for Sundays in Ordinary Time). 
This is the Good News of salvation. It is to 
faith in this that Jesus calls men when he 
preaches “‘this is the time of fulfillment. The 
reign of God is at hand! Reform your lives 
and believe in the Gospel!’’ (Mark 1:15) 


It is this faith, which by its very definition 
can exist only in the presence of doubt, that 
the Christian finds the tranquility to. face 
death. A happy death for the Christian is a 
faith-full death. It is a death where we can 
truly say with St. Paul, ‘‘O Death, where is 
your victory? O Death, where is your sting?”’ 
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Any view of the afterlife, dim or bright, 
would have involved the whole human 
person, body and soul. Biblical psychology, 
if we can call it by so modern a term, was 
monistic. It envisioned man as a unit, not as 
composed of two distinct, separable entities, 
one material and the other spiritual. 


THIS DIVISION was commonplace in 
Greek thought, which was basically dualis- 


- tic, but this outlook affected only some few 
very late books of the Old Testament, which . 


were written in Greek circles outside of 
Palenstine and were subsequently (first 
century A.D.) rejected from the hebrew 
canon of Scripture. 


Such was the book of Wisdom (c. 75 
B.C. in Alexandria), which speaks so 
beautifully about the ‘‘souls of the just’’ 
being ‘‘in the hand of God, and no torment 
shall touch them,”’ etc.(Wisdom 3:1-12). 


The first Christians were not Greek; they 
wete Jewish, and their innate view of the 
human person was the one reflected in the 
Old Testament. A person is a unit, and if 
there is a question of resurrection at all, it 
must involve the whole person, not just his 
‘‘soul,’’ not just a spirit, but the integral 
human being. 


AND OF COURSE, for the first Christians 
there was more than a speculative question 


of ‘‘a’’ resurrection; there was the fact of 


“the” Resurrection, a fact of experience. 
There is no denying that the accounts of the 
appearances of the risen Lord are bristling 
with difficulties. 


It could hardly be otherwise, really, given 
the fact that they are attempts to translate

into earthbound human language unique — 


experiences never before expressed by that 
language, experiences, in fact, which defied 
such limited expression. 


Whatever the. exact nature of those 
experiences, whatever the number or the 
locale of the appearances, several sure data 
seem inescapable. 


ONE OF THEM is. the unshakable 
conviction of the first Christians that the 
same Jesus they had known ‘in the flesh had 
been: raised from the dead by the Father, 
that his resurrection affected not just his 
“*soul,’’ but his whole human nature. It was 
a real “‘physical’’ resurrection. It was not 
physical in the same sense as that of 
Lazarus, who returned to ordinary life only 


-to await death once more. 


Unique though Jesus’ resurrection had 
been, it was still ‘‘physical,’’ ‘“bodily,”’ and 
the New Testament authors went to great 
lengths to make this clear. In the Fourth 
Gospel, Jesus ‘‘showed them his hands and 
his side’’ (John 20:20), and the story of 
doubting Thomas reinforces this evidence 
(John 20:24-29). 


LUKE UNDERSCORES his eating with 
the disciples (Luke 24:41-42). Paul lists all 
the people by whom the Lord had been 
‘“seen,’’ of whom he was the last (I 
Corinthians 15:5-8), and this whole wonder- 
ful chapter treats of our own resurrection, 
which will be patterned after that of Jesus’ 
and will involve our bodies, too. “‘This 
corruptible body must be clothed with 
incorruptibility, this mortal ‘body with 
immortality’? (1 Corinthians 15:53).

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Through death to life 


Death is part of God's 
loving plan for our life 


By Michael Warren 


For some time now in my catechetical 


ministry, I have been trying to see how 


various aspects of human experience are in 
continuity with one another and with the 
Christian mystery. These relationships are 
not always easy to see. Death, for example 
seems to be out of harmony with life. After 
all, it is the interruption of life, the end. The 
reality of death is like a huge, sain ieee 
confining stone wall. 


Even faith does not deny the reality of that 
stone wall. I myself am offended at glib 
attempts to explain it away or even bless it 
away. Recently, when I stood at the coffin of 
a dear friend, dead after three years of 
suffering the humiliating paralysis of a 
stroke, I found myself angered at some of 
the inane comments meant as condolences. 
“‘He’s better off now, in a better place.” 
“‘Isn’t it wonderful his sufferings are over?”’ 
‘Doesn’t he look peaceful?’ 


I WANTED to tell those people to be 
quiet. I wanted to say that those of us who 


loved him. had lost someone we needed. I - 


wanted to speak of the big gap left in my life. 


Christian faith does not turn away from 
the mystery of death. It faces death squarely 
as an obstacle. In the face of that immense 
wall, it offers no slick balm or glib words. 
Christian faith offers hope. It is a hope 
blossomed into trust and confidence that the 


_ promise of Jesus will not be false. 


Just as Jesus’ own trust in the Father led 
him through death to resurrection, our own 


- faith is that we, too, shall go through death 


to new life and be raised up by the Father. 
Such a hope doesn’t deny death, doesn’t 
cancel the pain of death, doesn’t dismiss the 
fear of death. It does assure us that we must 
go through death to life. 


-THE ABOVE considerations seem to say 


that death is in fact quite discontinuous with 


life. How can a catechist show a continuity 
between the Christian view of death and the 
rest of human experience. The following is 


one approach. 


In a sense, the physical death of every 
person is the final and definitive death in a 
series of smaller, less painful but very real 
“daily deaths.’’ Our experience tells us this. 


Christian or not, all persons undergo 
continuous struggles and suffering—the 
daily deaths that are part of living. 


For a Christian, however, these sufferings 
and ‘‘deaths”’ are part of the fabric of God’s 
loving plan for one’s life. Again, this sense 
of God’s loving Will doesn’t take away the 
pain and struggle of these ‘‘deaths.’’ What 


-it does is put them into a category of hope. 


OUR HOPE is that they will not be in 
vain—that they are leading us somewhere. 
Instead of a stone in a massive stone-wall- 
obstacle, they represent one more stone that 
will fit into the mosaic of the ye picture of 
God’s plan for us. 


I have asked many adults over the past 
five years if their own experience is the same 
as mine. I’ve asked if looking back on their 
lives they see that the times of greatest 
growth have also. been the times of greatest 
suffering. The answer invariably is: ‘‘Yes, 
those were the times when I grew.”’ 


What they are saying is that they came, 
even in these little deaths,-to new life 
through death. So they have had some 
experience of death-and-resurrection in 
everyday life. They already have had 
an inkling that the promise of Jesus will not 
be in vain. 


IN GENERAL the catechetical response to 


death must not be to deny it or kiss it away. 


The response must rather be to face it. There 
is no other way; it must be faced. 


However, I find that catechesis and 
preaching dwell too little on the dark side of 
life, on the daily struggles and pain that are 
such a part of our ordinary experience. 
These ‘‘deaths’’ need to be reflected on in 
the light of Jesus’ hope in a loving Father. 


My own friend crippled by stroke had 
spoken to me of his own death in a similar 
vein, in the sense that he had spoken of his 
coming death and had looked to it as a final 
liberation. He had the courage to face it; he 
had the Christian hope to trust in new-life by 
means of it. 


At his funeral Mass, in spite of the pain 


and loss, that hope blossomed for me into a 


true sense of joy. I realized that the same 
Spirit which lived in him through death was 
present as promised there in the Eucharistic 
celebration. Come, Lord Jesus.

In trying to under- 
stand how we ought 
to pray we can look to 
the greatness of 
God’s love for guide- 
lines, The greatness 
of God’s love is 
revealed especially in 
his promises: 

“But when the 
Spirit of Truth comes he will lead you to 
the complete truth...and he will tell you 
of the things to come.’’ (John 16:13++) 
there is an example relevant to this 
promise in the life of Moses: 


‘THEN YAHWEH spoke to Moses, 
‘Go down now, because your people 
whom you brought out of Egypt have 
apostasied...Leave me, now my wrath 
shall blaze out against them... 


“But Moses pleaded with Yahweh his 
God. ‘Yahweh’ he said ‘why should 
your wrath blaze out against this people 
of yours whom you brought out of the 
land of Egypt with arm outstretched and 
mighty hand?... 


God warns his people 
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“Leave your burning wrath; relent 
and do not bring this disaster on your 
people...So Yahweh relented and did 
not bring on his people the disaster he 
had threatened.’’ (Exodus 32:11-14) 


WHAT WE HAVE here is God telling 
Moses things that are going to happen 
in the future; then, Moses, on the basis 
of this revelation about the future, 
petitioning God concerning the forth- 
coming disaster. 


- As Christians we have a promise that 
the Holy Spirit will tell us ‘‘the things 
that are to come.”’ Thus, in God’s great 
love for us we can expect that the Father 
will warn his children when they are 
faced with possible problems and 
tribulations in their future. — 


In your prayer, therefore, be open to 
the Father’s inspiration warning you to 
pray in order that you might avoid 
future evils and that we might all be not 
led into temptation. 


I believe this applies especially to 
people in positions of responsibility— 
like parents, for example. Remember, 
God relented when Moses prayed for 
Israel.

How far can research on humans morally go? 


What the US. bishops have: 


This is the 11th of a-special series, ‘‘Moral 
Choices in Contemporary Society,’’ designed 
as companion pieces to a series of the same 
name in the general press. In this article, Dr. 
Andre E. Hellegers, director of the Kennedy 
Institute and professor of obstetrics -and 
gynecology at Georgetown University in 
Washington, D.C., explains and discusses two 
types of medical research that are commonly 
recognized: beneficial and nonbeneficial.

~ There is little doubt'that medical research is under 

more scrutiny by the public today than perhaps ever 
in the past. In part; this is due to the volume of it, 
and to its cost in public funds. In part, however, it is 
due to a tendency which is more general, namely, to 
insist on the autonomy of the individual. It is seen in 
such movements as_ truth-in-lending, truth-in- 
packaging,. full disclosure and consumerism. 


To the extent that medical research is a joint 
enterprise between researcher and research subject, 
there is an increasing insistence that the research 
subject be fully aware of what is to happen to him or 
her. 


SOME RECENT examples of unethical research 
have accentuated this trend to increased watchful- 
ness, culminating in the establishment by Congress 
of a National Commission for the Protection of 


MORAL CHOICES 


in contemporary society 


Human Subjects in Biomedical and Behavioral 
Research, charged with the task of establishing 
ethical guidelines for medical research. 


This trend may be welcomed, while simultane- 
ously acknowledging that the medical research 
community has done a by-and-large excellent job of 
policing itself. There has been a remarkable paucity 
of research malpractice suits. 


In general, it can-be said that fully informed and 
free adultss may give consent to become the subjects 


- of medical research within limits of exercising a’ 


reasonable stewardship over their own bodies 
volunteering for such research has long been 
considered an honorable act on behalf of one’s fellow 
man. ‘ 


ONLY AT ISSUE then is whether the consent is 
free, whether it is fully informed, whether any risk 
or discomfort is proportionate to the knowledge to be 
gained and whether the research design is such as 
factually to yield the data sought. All four of these 
desiderata should be met for a medical experiment 
to be ethical. 


Within these general principles a further analytic 
refinement must be explained. Two types of medical 
research are commonly recognized: beneficial and 
nonbeneficial. The former implies the performance 
of a procedure on,-er the administration of an agent 
to, a person who stands to benefit as much as to lose 


from it. Such is:the case, for instance, in the first | 


performance: of a new operation, like the ‘‘blue 
baby’’ one, where not to perform it is thought only to 
result in death. 


The term ‘‘nonbeneficial research’’ implies that 
the research subject himself cannot possibly benefit 
from the procedure or agent, the benefits of which 
accrue solely to others. Such is the case in testing for 
the side-effects of new drugs on volunteers, who do 
not have the disease for which the drug is designed. 
Obviously, it is easier to find a proportionate reason 
for beneficial than for nonbeneficial research. For 
that reason, most debate! surrounds nonbeneficial 
research. 


THE MOST controversial research in adults, who 
can be fully informed, is that which takes place 
regarding prisoners. In the United States, they form 
a major test group for the first trials with new drugs. 
At issue is whether they are capable freely to 
consent to enrollment in research protocol. 


Outside of the United States, no Western nation 
uses prisoners for research. The'moral danger is that 
prisoners are too easily persuaded to enroll. They 


‘are bored, have little earning power—and are- 


therefore easily bribed—may believe that chances of 
being paroled can depend on joining and, as a 
consequence, the freedom of their consent is in 
question. — 


While many therefore insist that prisoners should 
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“Every haman life in inviolable: from it very _

Like the newborn, the 
unborn depend on others for life and the 
opportunity to share in human goods.

They can and 


should help create the conditions in which 


values flourish in human lives and persons 


commaitted to Christian Beals can pursue them 


never be used, others argue that to remove the right 
to do good should not be part of a punishment for 


crime. Rather, they wouid insist that all possibility of - 


monetary or other reward be eliminated and that 
enrollment not be entered in a prisoner’s record for 
purposes of parole granting. Only certain prisons, 
they insist, should be licensed for research to take 
place there, so that special safety and monitoring 
standards can be established: 


THE INDUCEMENT to use prisoners is great, for 
they can be. closely supervised, the research 
‘‘sample’’ can be easily kept intact and extraneous 
factors bearing on research outcomes can easily be 
controlled. It is therefore insisted that the freedom 
to drop out of experiments, a right to be guaranteed 
to all, must be particularly watched for. Whether all 
these elements, necessary for the avoidance of 
undue influence, can be met in prisoners is doubted 
by many. 5 

The national commission has not yet issued its 
final report on this matter. Suffice it, at this point, to 
say that there is a remarkable dearth of empirical 
studies on ex-prisoners, who have taken part in 
medical research, to determine whether, -~ in 
retrospect, their consent was free. There is 
international agreement, and a convention to 
prohibit medical research on prisoners of war. 


Where the freedom of consent is. at issue in 
prisoners, it is the informedness of consent which is 
at issue in children, in fetuses, in the mentally ill, 
and in the mentally retarded. In theory, they may be 
taken together as a group of them mentally and 
legally incompetent. - 

Internally, research on viable fetuses (i.e., fetuses 
who have the capacity to survive) is considered on a 
par with research on premature children. Live fetal 
research is opposed with particular vehemence by 
those opposed to. abortion. This need not 
necessarily be so, for opposition to abortion is 
largely grounded in the notion that the fetus is, in a 
moral sense, already a child. 


FETAL RESEARCH, then, is a variant of child 
research, but on a class of children who are 
especially abandoned. Moreover, not all abortion is 
anathema, even to Roman Catholics, ‘as witness 
‘indirect!, abortions .and spontaneous abortions 
(miscarriages) in which the issue of research can still 
be raised in theory. 

Among those who debate the ethics of research in 
the class of incompetents, two lines of argumenta- 
tion exist. The opinion which is .most restrictive 
argues that it is never possible to_give consent on 
behalf of another (proxy consent) for nonbeneficial 
research, unless one can be sure that the other 
would give such consent and this cannot be 
determined. 

The more permissive opinion holds that such 
proxy consent is possible where little or no risk or 
discomfort is involved. It argues that all men are 
social creatures, the observation of whom clearly 
shows that they would indeed volunteer to save their 
fellow man’s life where little or no risk is involved. 


IT ARGUES that the restrictive opinion sees man 
as too individualistic or personalized. It is ‘‘in the 
nature’’ of man to help save his neighbor’s life, if 
little or no risk or discomfort.is involved, and the 
proxy giver may assume that the incompetent would 
do so, precisely because there is an ‘‘oughtness’’ 
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: without hindrance, without curtendering ther 


rights, and with full opportunity to transmit _ 
their principles to future generations. 
The obligations ‘of creating these con- 
ditions rest in different ways upen different — 
elements in society — :

In an attempt to establish guidelines for how the 
notion of ‘‘little or no risk or discomfort’’ is to be 
implemented in fetal research) the National 
Commission suggested that the life of a fetus may 
neither be shortened nor prolonged for purposes of 
research. Some have tried to argue that since, in 
abortion, fetuses aré killed, they may surely be used 
for research in utero—the lesser evil, as it were. 


OTHERS DENY this since the experiment, once 
begun, would tend to foreclose the option of the 


mother to change her mind about undergoing the. 


abortion. Once aborted, or miscarried, the previable 
fetus is considered by many to be automatically a fit 
subject for research because of the inevitability of its 
death. Suffice it to say that the proximity of death 
has never been considered a sufficient warranty for 
inclusion in research protocols, not even those about 
to be executed for capital crimes. 


Where, by. virtue of legal incompetence, - an 
individual cannot give consent to-research, it. is 


-usually held that parents or guardians are the fittest 


consent-givers.. This. notion is. grounded in the 
proposition that parents are most likely to have their 
children’s best interests at heart. Moreover, since 
parents have a continuing obligation to raise their 
children, they have vested interest in not seeing 
them injured. 


It is particularly questioned whether this rancie 
still holds true with previable .fetuses and the 
institutionalized mentally retarded. In a sense, they 
are already abandoned and unlikely to be more 
damaged than they already are. This is, of course, 
not to imply that institutionalization of the retarded 
is unwarranted or abortion ‘never justified. (cf. 
indirect abortion); rather it is-to stress that in: the 
setting of public policy, it is prudent to err on the 
side of safety. 


IT IS generally recognized, even among those who 
would most question the morality of an experiment 
in an individual case, that it is theoretically possible 
to visualize a class of individuals (e.g., the mentally 
retarded or children) as subject to a threat to their 
lives which would morally warrant experimentation 
upon them to save their lives as a class. 


In such a dire case, it is held that arandom sample 
of the class might be drafted for the performance of 
the research, which would save the class, for 
instance, during the outbreak of a killing disease of 
unknown origin in.an institutional setting. Equity in 
the drafting would then become the crucial ethical 
issue, and since, so it is argued, one may not choose 
against the life of any individual,.a lottery to yield 
the minimum number of draftees necessary to 
complete the experiment should become the method 
of choice. 


It will be realized that issues of medical research 
ethics are many and complex and the space of one 
article is insufficient to unpack them all. Suffice it, 
then, to say that for Catholics, man is made-in the 
image of God and not to be exploited. 


On the other hand, altruism and love of neighbor, 
as of one’s self, is a highly respected virtue, as is a 
deep concern for the relief of suffering in others. 
Catholics, then, may be expected to be in the 
forefront of volunteers for necessary, but prudent, 
medical experimentation. NC News

—‘‘Their assertion was not 
merely that he had come 
back to life, but that it was a 
new kind of life—not like 
Lazarus, the daughter of 
Jairus and the others whom 
he had raisedy a corpse 
revivified to die again. 


—‘‘Those who saw him, 
those who asserted that they 
had seen him, were for 
evermore transformed.’’ 


Dying to oneself must 
precede this transformation, 
-the cardinal said. 

“There is equally a force 
loose in the world, a force 
that will try to stifle, to 
demythologize this -belief,’’ 
he continued. ‘‘We’re as- 
sembled against that force.’’ 


THE CARDINAL told the 
more than 2,000 educators at 
the convention Mass: ‘‘Un- 
less at the core of our lives, 
of all that we do, is this 
transforming belief in Christ,
